Presently claimed subject-matter seems to be novel since neither the protein nor 
the gene PIN01 Is taught in the available prior art. However, the presence of an 
inventive step cannot be acknowledged since the provision of the sequence 
encoding PIN01 apparently could be performed in a straightfonfl/ard manner 
without the use of inventive skill (see pages 3 and 4 of present application). 

General remarks: 

1) . Claim 2 is completely unclear: "coding as claimed in claim 1 ....?!. in addition a 

nucleotide sequence normally does not contain amino acidsl Moreover, the ' 
nucleotide sequence recited in claim 1 already encodes a protein having 512 
amino acid residues- even without any additional residues?! 

2) . Claim 3 seems to be incomplete since features essential to the performance of 

presently claimed method are apparently missing, such as for instance the primers 
appropnate to arrive at isolating the PIN01 gene (Art. 6 PCT). 

3) . As regards claim 4 it is unclear whether the temi pET20B(+) has a well-recognized 

technical meaning to a person skilled in the art. 
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
